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The  Pacific-Asia  Conference  on  Knowledge  Discovery  and  Data  Mining  (PAKDD)  is  a  leading  international  conference  in  the 
areas  of  knowledge  discovery  and  data  mining  (KDD).  We  had  three  keynote  speeches,  delivered  by  Sang  Cha  from  Seoul 
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as  long-presentation  papers,  and  84  papers  were  selected  as  regular-presentation  papers.  Mining  social  networks  or  graph  data 
was  the  most  popular  topic  in  the  accepted  papers.  There  are  288  participants  from  28  countries  all  over  the  world. 
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
